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Preliminary Budget A Hoax — No Increase In Tax Rate 
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the past few years, we be¬ 
lieve withoi't a shadow of a 
doubt, that the assessed v'al- 
nation of Sierra Madre will 
be increased l^y at least 
million dollars, and for the 
fiist time in history. Sierra 
Madre will iiave an assessed 
valuation of well over $30 
million. 

If tliis be true, and we 
aie positive about it, then it 
one applies the same tax 
rate as last year, the City 
of Sierra Madre would re¬ 
ceive an increase from prop¬ 
erty taxes of approximately

only an increase of 6.0 jper 
cent for two years and, when 
the co.st of living index for 
a like period is approximate¬ 
ly 13 per cent, I believe this 
represents a real achieve¬ 
ment. Each budget account 
is marked for a salary ad¬ 
justment." 

Gk)ing over the budget we 
find th.at the increase to run 
the city for the coming year 
is not a true picture as 
showin in the tax rate anti¬ 
cipated increase. 

Looking at the anticipated 
income for the City shows 
that the City Administrator 
anticipates an increase in 
revenue in the amount of 
$33,146, which of course is 
also hugeted out, so thi.s, 
plus the increase asked for 
in the tax rate, gives a to¬ 
tal of $92,284, more to give 
lhe same services that we 
have received in past years, 
and this of course is an in¬ 
crease of approximately 13*4 
per cent over the previous 
year. 

To us, and I am sure the 
same prevails for, the City 
Councilmen, the Preliminary 
Biid'get is just a guideline: 
a point to start from, so to 
speak. However it is neces- 
.sary and sets the target for 
the Councilmen to start 
shooting arrows toward. 

Like all good City Admin¬ 
istrators, and I have seen 
many of them at work, th,e,v 
always keep an "ace-in-the- 
hole.” Thus is for unforeseen 
liappeings that could keep 
the “e.gg” off the face of the 
Admini.strator, as well as the 
Council. 

Here is the ‘‘ace-in-the- 


hole" ... in setting the pre¬ 
liminary budget, the City 
Administrator had to esti¬ 
mate the a.s.sesscd valua¬ 
tions that we will not de¬ 
finitely know about /until 
*he forepart of Ategust and 
lhe budget hearings are all 
over with. Althougli the 
building permits for the 
year 1973 showed a total of 
$1,507,723, givng a normal 
increa.se in a.sse.s.spd valua¬ 
tion of $376,930, the City Ad¬ 
ministrator was indeed con¬ 
servative and showed an in¬ 
crease anticipated of onl.y 
,$74,065. Of course we always 
lose a little here and there, 
and also a gain or two, but 
almost always the public 
utilities show' a very sub¬ 
stantial increase, so actual¬ 
ly we feel that the City Ad¬ 
ministrator has been indeed 
too cautious w'ith his in¬ 
crease in assessed valua¬ 
tions. Had he used the nor¬ 
mal it would have been an 
increase from taxes of $8,- 
331.70. Hardly enough to 
offset the anticipated in¬ 
crease of $.39,138. 

Now we find that the City 
Aidminitrator is hold i n g 
foitr “aces - In • the • hole.” 
Maybe he has not told the 
City Council about this, but 
we are .going to let you in 
on a little secret which they 
may know, hut would find 
out in August. 

The year 1974 is the year, 
on the five year plan, where 
every single piece of prop¬ 
erty in the City of Sierra 
Madre is re-assessed .... 
Now Isn’t that something. 

Based on.prior years, ana¬ 
lyzing other cities during 


$5,525, more than enough, to 
offset the increase antici¬ 
pated in the preliminary 
budget, not taking into con¬ 
sideration the Council cuts. 
With a little cutting by the 
City Council we are .sure 
with the new re-a&sc.ssment 
that the Federal Revenue 
Sharing Account can be 
.spared again, and be used 
for what lhe City Council 
designated it for, “Build¬ 
ings.”

In a statement stressing 
iho importance of public 
debate on methods of con¬ 
trolling inflation, .Nancy 
Seegmiller, candidate for 
Congress in the 26th dis¬ 
trict, is making inflation 
the number one issue in her 
bid tor election as Democra¬ 
tic choice in the Jiune 4 pri¬ 
mary. After talking with 
voters in many parts of the 
district, Mrs. ^egml Her 
feels that inflation Is their 
number one concern, and a 
concern that her opponents 
have chosen rot to deal 
with in their campaigns.

Instead Mrs. Seegmiller 
urges a gradual retreat from 
the inflated money supply. 
In tills way she believes 
That not only would the per¬ 
centage of loss of jobs be 
le.ssened, but that our cur¬ 
rent acceptance of inflation 
as inevitable would be re¬ 
versed. 

Says Mrs. Seegmiller, "Wo 
have become .so accaistomed 
to prices going up, that not 
only does a corporation 
build inflation into project¬ 
ed costs for a new plant, hut 
the housewife making her 
grocery list expect.s to pay 
more each week foi her 
food.” 

"We need to begin to 
build deflation into our bud¬ 
gets,” asserts Mrs. Seeg¬ 
miller.

K.^ODert bvans ^Hffg^ent companies, and 

both companies havi; ad¬ 
vised me that I can have 
their bank reinvest my divi¬ 
dends and buy me more 
men shares of stock. But in the 

case of one company, I 
have to p.ay the bank a 
service charge, and in the 
cose of the other, there is 
no charge. Why is there this 
difference? Is one of the 
cnm,panies making some ex¬ 
money on me? 

A. — In both cases, you 
are being provided an extra 
service by your company 
with the hope you will be¬ 
come a bigger sharelioldcr.

Considerable significaneo has been placed upon recent 
Congressional elections in which Democrats have taken 
over Republican district ('onsidered safe for the GOP. 

Obviously Watergate has taken its toll. But exactly 
in what way has not been entirely explained. 

For example: the election in Michigan’s rock-ribbed 
Eighth Congressional District was considered “a bad 
omen” by Vico President Gerald Ford, a clear defeat 
for President Nixon. 

But is that a totally fair cMiielusion? The fact is 
that apathy rattier than antipathy seems to have played 
the important role. Only 51 per cent of the voters went 
to the polls. And they were very close to being evenly 
dividt'd in thi'ir opinions. 

A change of a few percentage points among the little 
more than half who turned out could have maintained 
the long Republican control of the district. Tliis hardly 
seems an outraged rexietion to Watergate.

The Court Sidesteps 


An oportiHiity to onunchito an important luio on 
what is called “lovi'rso bias” was sidestepped recently 
l)y tlie United States Supreme Court. 

R('vers(' tiias or discrimination, of course, refers to 
till' policy of favoring minorities over otherwise Ix'tter 
qualific'd wliites. 'I’tio ease in quc'stion involved a white 
Univi'i’sity of Wasliington Law Setiool applicant who 
despite a Hlii Bela Kappa grade range was rejected while 
3() blacks, C^liicanos and otlier minorily group members 
with xidmittedly lower grades and test score.s were ac- 
cepti'd. 

The student’s suit charged, and the university ad¬ 
mitted, ttial minorily applicants received special treat- 
inenl and did not liavo to mex't standards for admission 
required of whiles. lie won a trial eourl order that he 
be admitted. Although tlie order was nwersed by the 
Stale Supreme Court, he was permitted to continue his 
studii's under orders by .Tustiee William O. Douglas, 
since Ids case was lieaded liy the U.S. high court. 

'I'he U.S. court was inundated by Indefs from edu¬ 
cators, lawyers and many organizations whicli held the 
doeision would liavi’ far reaching effects, not only on 
admission polieii's lint also on programs undertaken by 
business and labor giving similar preferential treatment 
to minorities. Neverlhide.ss the court cliose ta rule on 
specifies of the ease in point. 

.Since the University agreed tlial the student would 
be allowed lo complete his law course this year, wiuit- 
ever the Court’s decision. Ihe majority hold the plain¬ 
tiff liad won :ill he souglii, lienee the ease had “clearly 
ceased lo be 'definite and eonerete’.” The minority ob- 
jeided that tli<> Court has transformed the mootiioss 
"into (a I device for sidestepping resolution of
